SIR JOHN MAHLE DEAD. 


He Exposed War far Office Scandal, Was 

a Philanthropist, Politician and Prom- 

inent Turfman. -

LONDON, Nov. %4.—[By «..lantic Ca- 
ble.} Sir John Blundell Mahle, Bart, 
M. P., is dead. He was born in 1845. 
Sir John for a long time had been. auf- 
fering from Bright's disease and heart 
trouble. 

The deceased baronet was a typical 
figure in this busy age. He was with 
equal success a business man, race- 
horse owner, country squire and mem- 
ber of Parliament. At the age of six- 
teen he commenced business in his 
father’s small furniture shop, which 
gradually developed into its present 
huge proportions. His title was a re- 
ward for political services to the Un- 
jionists. Hardly an election has been 
held in the metropolis for many years 
without Sir John personally driving 
voters to the polls in a four-horse 
fcoach. His exposure of the remount 
scandals in the South African War was 
one of the earliest movements toward 
the reform of the War Office. Few men

ment in the word. It should represent, 
tm its line, the progress of the age. No 
„ work should be done by hand that 
can be better or more quickly done 
by machinery. No improvement 


to private enterprise should be omitted 
from the government printing estab- 
lishment. The best work done any- 
where in the werld should be done in 
the Government Printing Office, and 
it should be performed by the best 
and most moderd appliances to de 
found anywhere. 

Furthermore, while the work of re- 
juvenation is going on, the Govern- 
ment Printing Office shovld be made 
in fact, as well as in théory, an open 
shop, as regards the employment of 
union and non-union labor. The stand 
which the President has taken on 
this question is right, and no amount 
of sophistical argumentation can 
make it otherwise. The President has 
promulgated, with much clearness, 
the theory of the open shop in the 
government service. It remains to 
put that theory into practice. Justice 
will not have been done until it shall 
have been fully put into practice in all 
departments of the government serv- 
ice; for no class of citizens have, or 
can by any means acquire, an exclu- 
sive right to perform all the work of 
a certain kind that is to bo performed 
for the government. Every person 
who enjoys the protection of the dag 
is reguired, and justly so, to con- 
tribute, either directly or indirect.y, 
to the support of the governmient. As 
all must help to bear the necessary 
burdens, the privileges and 
should be accessible to all, according 
to his capabilities, opportunities aad 
inclinations. There should be no 
privileged class in the government 
service. 


MATTER OF PRINCIPLE. 

A dispatch from Washington to 
The Times has noted the fact that 
these questions are being asked in the 
national capital at the present time: 
(1) Should the United States govern- 
ment pay to the republic of Panama 
the $10,000,000 which it had previougly 
—— to pay to the United States of 

olombia for the right to complete 
ihe isthmian canal? And (2) if so, 
why? The consensus of opinion as 
expressed by leading authorities on in- 
ternational law and finance, appears 
to de that “the Cnited States is un- 
der no legal obligation to pay this 
gratuity to the new republic.” Former 
Judge Roger A. Pryor is quoted in 
the dispatch as follows: — 


“As I understand the case, the 
United States of America was bound, 
or would be bound, by the treaty, if 
that treaty had been agreed to by the 
second party, to pay to the United 
States of Colombia $10,000,000 in 
connection with the digging of 
the Panama Canal. We have, 
in effect, renounced the treaty witha 
that government, and recognize now 
only the republic of Panama in refer- 
ence to the isthmian canal. Having. 
therefore superseded the Colombiau 
government in our relations to the 
canal and our obligations under the 
proposed treaty with Colombia, we 
are no longer bound to pay $10,000,000. 
or any other sum, to the Colombiaa 
government. 

* course, our obligation to the 
Colombian government does no! le- 
gally involve the Panama govern- 
ment, and hence the suggestion that 
the money be paid to the new republic 
is by new and express convention. But 
for what? What is theuequivalent to 
the American people for that 610, 
000,000? We get no practical equiv- 
alent. We give far more value in 
our recognition of this new repubfie. 
giving it a place among the nations 
of the earth. We protect it; we po 
lice it: we raise its sanitary standard: 
we improve its trade conditions, and 
we pay it $259.000 rental for the ditch. 
Must we pay $19,000,000 for the priv- 
Hege of doing all this? What will 
they do with so large a sum? Who 
will get the money? In my opinion 
we are under no legal obligation to 
rey this large sum of money; and 
morally. we have given Panama more 
than an equivalent. The expenditure. 
if it is made. would be an absolutely 
useless one and could only be called 
gratuity.” 

There may be a Frost deal of truth 
and logic in this — reasoning. 
Rut the government tha United 
States, under. the peculiar conditions 
which surrodhd the igthm'an canal 
question in Ra present status, cannot 
afford to indulge in this line of reas- 
oning. We are obfaining from the 
new republic of Panama even greater 
concessions than were provided for ia 
the Hay-Herran treaty with Colom- 
bia, which the Congress of the latter 
country failed to ratify. If these 
concessions would be worth $10,000,000 
when obtained from Colombia, they 
are certainly worth as much when 
obtained from the successor of Co- 
lombia, the new republic of Panama. 
Our government would+better err on 
the side of paying too much for the 
rights acquired than too little. We 
cannot afford to place ourseves in 
the equivocal position of having taken 
advantage of the situation (in which 
we are necessarily an important fac- 
tor) to reap financie! profit. There 
are plenty of persons who are ready 
to impugn our motives in any eveat, 
and the less ground we give them for 
doing so, the better the case will 
etand.

lf we were to take the canal con- 


eeasion from the new republic of 
Panama without paying for it the 
same amount that we agreed to pay 
to Colombia, a hue-and<ry would 
be raised throughout the ctv- 
Uned world, and we would at once 
be accused of ulterior motives’ from 
the beginning. The whole question 
would immediately be reduced from 
its high moral plane to one of dol- 
lars and cents. We should be placed 
before the world in the unenviable 
attitude of and we 
should find it very hard to defend 
ourselves from the charge of sordid- 
ness. 

We have, as Mr. Pryor says, con- 
ferred upon the Paneamaians great 
benefits; benefits, in truth, for which 
there can be no money equivalent. 
would pot warrant us, in good - 
als, in charging them $10,000,000 for 
the service—and particularly as we 
are absolute masters of the situation, 
and can compel submission to our 
wishes, whether they desire it or not. 
The loss of prestige which our gov- 
ernment would suffer by taking ad- 
vantage of the situation to withhold 
the $10,000,000 which we were to pay 
for the cana) right-of-away would be 
a loss to us a hundredfold greater 
than the amount of money specified. 

It is not at all likely that any con- 
siderable. number of Americans will 
be inclined to accept the view ex- 
pressed in the utterances above 
quoted. The new treaty which has 
just been drawn up and is awaiting 
ratification by the government of 
Panama before transmission to the 
American Senate, provides, as we un- 
derstand it, for paying to the new re- 
public the sum pf $10,000,000, the 
same as would have been paid to Co- 
lombia had Colombia ratified the Hay- 
Herran convention. There is a very 
good prospect that the new treaty 
will soon be ratified, and that the 
digging of the big ditch will soon be 
begun. The sooner the better. 


ILLIAM OF PRUSSIA. : 

A hush fell upon the world, the 
other day. when the di®patches an- 
nounced that the Keiser had become 
afflicted with cancer. With the feel- 
ing of pity that surged up in the 
hearts of his fellow-men, of every 
race and of every clime, there was 
mingled, also, a sense of awe. For, a 
stalwert figure in the world's events 
ia this virile young man who wears 
upon his head the Pryssian crown. 
In heart, in character, from head to 
foot, he is every inch a King. And 
if it be that death has now marked 
him for its own, it has indeed chosen 
a shining mark. 
Once, when the Kaiser was now to 
the throne of his fathers, he attended 
a banquet of army officers, and, when 
he arose to address them, he threw 
his sword upon the table and cried: 
“There ie the sword of the Hohen- 
zolieras ringing deflance to all its 
enemies on land or ses. The critics 
throughout Christendom, taking up 
this incident, endeavored to create 
the impression that the young Kal er 
meant to be quarrelsome and me- 
dlesome. But the truth was that Ger- 
many had enemies and those enemies 
needed to be taught that there had 
come into power one who feared no 
foe. And today those enemies have 
learned that lesson. In the hands of 
Wilhelm II the Fatherland has been 
safe. Not only that, but it has 1d 


vanced and has been placed in the 


foremost rank of nations, morally, 
commercially, and in every other way. 
And there is no German, no matter 
how proud he may be of his country's 
achievements in the past, nor how 
jealous of her glory. but may well re- 
joice in bim, its latest ruler. 

It is most fervently to be hoped Ly 
all who admire in men. and especiatiy 
in monarchs, those qualities of sou! 
which make them great, that the mal- 
ady with which the Kaiser is aMlicted 
may be brought under control. The 
world can ill afford to lose from its 
needs that brave, strong. young heart, 
that Muntless character who, in his 
private life and in bis public capacity, 
is at once @ model and an inspiration. 


A bunch of Japanese warships are 
cruising around in the offing at Port 
Arthur looking for trouble in the shape 
of a brace of Russian men-of-war said 
to be headed for that port. Should 
they meet out there in the salty and 
surging drink, it is barely possible 
that there soon may be some news 
from the Far East that is worth 
printing.

Succeesful Concert by Chorus. 

The inception of the choral season, 
which occurred last night at the Ma- 
on Operahouse, was markedly bril- 


lant. 

To in with, it was a purely local 
of such dimensions that 
practically the whole of Los 
was keenly interested. Again, it Was 
the first grand concert given by the 
augmented Les Angeles Permanent 
Chorus with orchestra since its @ret 
appearance last year, and friends of 
the performers as well as all music 
lovers were anxious to see what s#uc- 
cess would attend their ambitious et- 
forte. 

The result was more satisfactory 
than anyone dured to hope. No one 
who heard the easy. symmetrical. work 
of the 150 chorus members could fall to 
form a high opinion of Director Jahn 
abilities as a leader, of his esthetical 
appreciation of the works rendered, of 
his technical equipment.

the Secretary of the Treasury has we- 
ommended to Congress that $10,000 be 
inserted in the Urgency Deficiency Bin 
for repairs on and enlargement of the 
quarters occupied at present by Fed- 
eral offices in Los Angeles. 

The items of this proposed aporopri- 
ation are almost monopolized by the 
local postoffice, the business of which 
has expanded at such a remarkable 
rate that it now occuples more than 
twice the floor space it did at the time 
of its removal from the old Fedral 
building on Main street, March, 1901. 
At the time of the removal, the Les 
Angeles postoffice was doing a busi- 
ness aggregating $224,000 a year. Ac- 
cording to the record up to September 
30, last. it is doimg an annual business 
of $471,000. 

This month has already proved the 
greatest November in the history of 
the office. The working force is all 
but overcome by the incoming mals. 
Some of this is due to the colonist 
rates which have prevalled on the rail- 
roads, flooding the southern portion of 
the State with early winter visitors. 
But the regular winter Influx of tourists 
has begun, also, and holiday mailing 
is already being done in large quan- 
tity, so that life at Spring and Eighth 
streets is getting more strenuous every 
day. 

This month the general delivery de- 
partment of the Los Angeles postof- 
fice has become the largest in the 
United States. More mail per day is 
handled in the general delivery de- 
partment of the local office than passes 
through the same departments of the 
New York or Chicago offices. There 
are six general delivery windows in 
the Los Angeles office, while San 
Francisco has three windows. 

A novelty in the line of mall handling 
is soon to be installed in the local of- 
fice. It will be an automatic varrier 
system, operated on the system of 
package carriers from clerk to cashbier 
in large dry goods stores, Intended en- 
tirely for facilitating the quick hand- 
ling of special delivery letters. It will 
run from the city delivery department 
to a newly-installed special delivery 
department, and every letter bearing 
the special stamp will be whisked off 
to the latter department in the auto- 
matic carriers for immediate delivery 
to its destination. 

Two hundred and forty additional 
rentable mall boxes are to be installed. 

The largest style mall pouch rack 
made has been set up in the new room 
lately occupied by the city distribut- 
ing department. It is a semi-circular 
affair that holds 124 pouches open- 
mouthed, into which the busy distribu- 
tors cast the different classes of mail 
with lightning quickness and wonder- 
ful precision. 

The two apartments now occupied 
by stores, along the Spring street front 
of the new building recently occupied 
in the major portion by the city deliv- 
ery department, are to be taken over 
by the postoffice; for the spaciqus 
room in the rear, measuring 40x110, is 
already becoming crowded. This ‘will 
edd a space 40x60 feet. 

A new department has béen opened 
for the handling of dead“ mall There 
the unclaimed pieces of mall, those im- 
properly addressed, and those lacking 
sufficient postage, are ted, and 
advertisements of the failure to con- 
nect” prepared for public display.

NIGHT ATTACK 
BY INDIANS. 


Oniy Siz Men. Accounied for and 
They Found Dead. 


Sitting in the lobby of the Van Nuys 
last night a traveler just from the in- 
terior of the Yaqui Indian country of 
Sonora related a tale of fighting and 
adventure that favors of the early 
Gays of the western frontier of the 
United States. 

g. J. Fleming of Boston, president of 
the Boston and Mexican Gold Placer 
Mining Company, returned from a two 
months trip slong the Yaqui River, 
the (ret news of battle between 
Indians and Mexican troops whica took 
place ip the early morning of Sunday a 
week ago at Rapairo, near Saqui 
Grande, resulting disastrously the 
Mexicans, he says. 

The attack took place in the genera! 
vicinity of which the Fieming party 
14. was camped. A band of fifty Indians 
_— surprised a company of soldiers in 
a, camp, and after a sharp fight in the 
i Garkness, scattered the entire com- 

> mand. At the time of Mr. Fleming 
uf departure only six of the entire com- 
* — had been accounted for, and 

were found dead. The rest had 
fallen into the hands of the natives, ur 
Deen driven into hiding in the rough 
mountain country. The company was 
under the command of Col. Francisco 
a og of the Fifth Regiment of Ru- 


en. 
Mr. Fieming declares there ig nothing 
in the general denials which are often 
sent out from over the border to the 
effect that there is no Indian outbreaks 
in Sonora. Two of Mr. Fleming's own 
4 men—both Mexicans—were shot dead 
7 from ambush in an attack made by the 
Indians during the trip from Ortiz to 
Oumirips, on the Yaqui River. A week 
before the cht at iro, so disas- 
trous to the soldiers, a nd of Indians 
captured a caravan that was freight- 
Ing to the mines of La Dura district, 
on the same road which his party trav- 
ed, and their malice taking a funny 
turn, they stripped their Mexican pris- 
oners naked and turned them loose in 
the wilderness to wander back the best 
they might, without food or water. 
Every fettiement of consequence 
ng the Yaqui district is strongly 
garrisoned by the Mexican troops, he 
says, and in Cumilripa there is not an 
inhabitant venturing on the streets 
after nightfall save those under arms. 
Mining expeditions about to start 
into the troubled district first obtain 
lasion from the government for 
vy em orts of troops. He reports 
that Capt. J. Frank Hand, a wel- 
known mining expert of Denver, has 
been waiting at Ortis some time, un-
